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Philippines Insurgent Leader Nar­ 
rowly Escaped Poisoning. 


Manila, Sept. 20.—The República Fill- 
pina asserts that an attem pt w as made 
to poison Aguinaldo last Friday night. 
A steward, it is alleged, saw a Spanish 
prisoner who had been allowed his free­ 
dom 
make a m ovem ent 
which 
ap­ 
peared like tam pering with a bowl oC 
soup intended tor Aguinaldo, w here­ 
upon the steward tasted a spoonful of 
the soup and felll dead. 


Eleven ^Franciscan friars are alleged 
to have been engaged in the conspiracy. 


The populace, it is further said, a t­ 
tempted to lynch all the Spanish pris­ 
oners, but Aguinaldo Intervened. 


At Saturday’s session of the national 
assembly, it appears Aguinaldo w as ab ­ 
sent, but his representative related the 
story of the outrage to the members, 
who unanim ously adopted the chair­ 
m an’s proposal 
that they all go to 
Aguinaldo’s house, express sym pathy 
with him and congratulate him upon 
his escape. 


During the evening a special thanks­ 
giving service w as held in the church 
at Malolos. 
Soup intended for A guin­ 
aldo is now subjected, it is stated, to 
a chemical analysis before being pre­ 
sented to the insurgent leader, and the 
Spanish prisoners are kept closely con­ 
fined. 


The insurgents, urged by consram 
rumors of the intention of America to 
re-establish Spanish rule in the A rchi­ 
pelago, 
continue 
actively 
recruiting 
their army. Hundreds from Manila are 
enlisting daily and troops are being 
drilled everywhere. 
Great diligence is 
exhibited in im itating the formation 
and manual, particularly in voH<'v#fir- i 
ing. 
The in trench merits in certain po­ 
sitions are being strengthened, and a , 
vigilant line of pickets is kept out­ 
side the suburbs. 
A t the sam e time 
the attitude of the insurgents is much 
more friendly than it w as before the. 
evacuation. 


Several thousand riiles have recently 
been landed and four new M axim s have 
also 
been 
received. 
The provincial 
leaders are paying into the insurgent 
treasury a certain portion of the fund 
captured from convents, professing to 
reserve the remainedr for the paym ent 
of their troops. 
B y this m eans they 
keep 
practically independent 
of 
the 
central authority and preserve the in­ 
tegrity of their own command. 
A gen ­ 
eral occupying one rich province sent 
to Aguinaldo $35,000 in cash last week. 


The agitation am ong the insurgents 
is stim ulated 
by the 
clerical party, 
which uses every effort to inliuence the 
natives against American occupation. 
Evidence to this effec’t is absolutely 
trustworthy, although Archbishop P o ­ 
zal and other prominent ecclesiastics 
strenuously deny all knowledge of such 
action and solem nly disclaim personal 
participation in it. 


Strikes in all industries are becom ­ 
ing more extensive daily, and the labor 
question is fast grow ing serious. 
The 
Am ericans unwisely continue to pay 
nearly three tim es the usual wages, 
causing discontent to spread rapidly 
am ong every claws of workmen. 
All 
m anufacturers 
are 
much 
hampered; 
the tram w ays are frequently stopped, 
and railw ay operations are seriously 
crippled and a discontinuance of the 
service is threatened. The strikers n a t­ 
urally drift into the insurgent ranks, 
and consequently 
labor 
disturbances 
are not discouraged by the leaders. 


The new s from W ashington that the 
battleships Oregon and Iow a have been 
ordered here and that CO,000 tons of coal 
would be shipped im m ediately is inter­ 
preted by the Am ericans as proof of 
the intention of the governm ent 
to 
hold the Island of Luzon. 


To set at rest the oft repeated stories 
of insurgents* opposition to the Am eri­ 
can forces in the Philippines Aguinaldo 
has given out the 
following 
signed 
statem ent for publication in the U ni­ 
ted States: 


“The Filipino governm ent desires to 
inform the American governm ent and 
people that the m any rumors circu­ 
lated regarding the strained relations 
between the Filipino and 
American 
forces are base, malicious slanders of 
the enem y to both parties, are without 
any truth and are circulated for the 
purpose cf prejudicing the appeal of 
the Filipinos for their release from 
the oppression and cruelty of Spain. 
The relations of our people and yours 
have been and will continue to be of 
the most friendly nature, and we have 
withdrawn *jur forces from the suburbs 
of Manila as an additional evidence of 
our confidence in the great Amerlpan 
republic,"

None of the injured will sur­ 
vive their burns and bruises. 
Besides

vator the three children of

One of these m ay recover from 
his burns, but Grace, a 17-year-old girl, 
is burned alm ost beyond recognition, 
and Harold, the third child, has not 
been found. 


At S;30 o’clock the people of E ast 
Toledo were startled by a terrific ex­ 
plosion, which caused a panic all over 
the neighborhood. House* were shaken 
as in an earthquake, and windows were 
shattered for blocks around. 
Those 
in the vicinity of the Union elevator 
soon noticed flames bursting from the 
building. 
It w as but a few m inutes 
till the fire departm ent of the city be­ 
gan the work of rescue, which w as 
rendered difficult by |.he terrific heat. 
The river cut off escape on one side, 
and there the flames seemed to be less 
fierce. 
The families of a dozen men 
who were known to be at work within 
rushed to the scene, and women call­

It w as learned that a force of 20 men 
expected to load 20,000 bushels of grain 
during the night.

A n­ 
other employe, John Carr, w as hurled 
from the fifth floor of the building, and 
w as found bleeding and burned, with 
m any bones broken. 
H e did not long 
survive. 
The bodies of Firem an David 
K em p and Charles Keifer, the engi­ 
neer, were found at their places in the 
engine rooms. 
They were wounded by 
falling timbers and their faces were 
charred to a crisp. 


The little daughter of W illiam Parks 
w a s sitting near the desk in the of­ 
fice at the time of the explosion, and 
she w as hurled out of the door. 
She 
walked down the Novation on which 
the building stands and then fell u n ­ 
conscious, suffering from w ounds from 
w hich she cannot recover, 


John Smith w as fatally burned. 
The 
m issing men are doubtless all dead. No 
trace can be found of any of them, and, 
as they were employed at the top of the 
elevator, their chances for escape were 
but slight. 


The* heat became so great that 20 
cars on a siding near the burning build­ 
ing were added to the loss.

LIABILITY FOR SEA HORROR. 


Captain of the William Hrown Convicted 


of Forcing PuttKengerg Overboard. 
Since the terrible fate that befell the 


passengers on board the French steam- 
er La Bourgogne much speculation 
has arisen as to the liability of the 
French 
crew 
under 
the 
charges 


brought against them in connection 
with the sinking of the ship. It is 
well settled that the law in England 
and the United States is adverse to 
the crew. 


The leading American case is that 


of the people against Holmes, which 
was tried in Philadelphia by the bril- 
liant lawyer, David Paul Brown, as 
prosecuting attorney. 
The story is 


an interesting one. "The ship William 
Brown sank off Nova Scotia in March, 
1841. The passengers and crew over- 
loaded the boats. 
After drifting for 


several days a storm came up, making 
it evident that the overloaded boat 
which Holmes commanded would be 
swamped and all lost. 
Under these 


circumstances he gave the order to 
lighten the boat. 
Twelve passengers 


were thrown overboard, and two sis- 
ters voluntarily jumped into the sea. 
The remainder of the passengers in 
the boat and the crew were saved and 
brought to Philadelphia. 
Holmes 


was indicted and tried. 
In his de- 


fence the above circumstances were 
shown and additional evidence ad- 
mitted that Holmes was one of the 
most active in saving the passengers 
and getting them in the boat; that at 
the risk of his life he had personally 
saved several. Nevertheless Holmes 
was convicted, and the United States 
court sustained the conviction on the 
ground that the contract of the sailor 
bound him to use every means in his 
power, even to the sacrifice of his own 
life, to deliv, r each passenger at the 
port for which he shipped. 


The point of jiirisdiction was raised, 


when it was held that the flag con- 
verted the ship and her apparel, in- 
cluding the boats, into national terri- 
tory. As to acts done in the waters 
of the high seas, it was further held 
that the contract controlled as to the 
sailors. 
The court also held that as 


to the same acts done betw ecu pas- 
sengers on the high seas a different 
rule prevailed; iu the absence of inter- 
national law as to them they owed no 
duty to one another; they were, from 
the moment of leaving the ship, re- 
mitted to their natural rights, and the 
law of self-preservation prevailed. 


Much sympathy throughout 
the 


country was manifested for Holmes in 
this case from its purely doctrinal law, 
and, its being a case of first impres* 
sion, his sentence was commuted to 
imprisonment. After 18 months he 
was released, but the principle that 
the sailor owed a duty to passengers,, 
even to the sacrifice of his own life, 
was established. 


An Invisible Monkey. 


There are many animals, especially 


birds and insects, which mimic in 
their colors and shapes the natural 
objects amid which they dwell, and 
thus frequently escape the "eyes of 
their enemies, but, as Dr. Lytlekker 
says in Knowledge, "Until quite re- 
cently no case was known where a 
monkey, for the sake of protection, 
resembled in form or coloration either 
some other animal or an inanimate 
object." Such monkeys were discov- 
ered by Dr. J. W. Gregory during his 
recent journey in East- Africa. 
Near 


relatives of the monkeys seen by hiia 
have long been known to naturalists 
and have excited surprise by the bril- 
liant contrast of the black fur cover- 
ing their body and limbs with the 
snow-white mantle of long, silky hair 
hanging from their shoulders and the 
equally white plumes on their tails. 
The contrast. Dr. Gregory found, 
serves to render the animals practi- 
cally invisible,for the trees which they 
inhabit have black stems aud are 
draped with pendant masses of gray- 
white lichen, amid which the monkeys 
can hardly be distinguished. 


He Hit* Invented •3.UOU.OUU In Hul« and 


Home Fl«*b. 


Since the beginning of the war there 


have been purchased for army pur- 
poses by the government 15,000 mules 
and 4000 horses. 
The total number 


of these animals now in use by the 
troops in the field aud at the several 
army camps is not far from 17,000 
mules and 7000 horses. 
With the 


further equipment of volunteers under 
the second call purchases continue to 
be made, ami it is quite probable that 
within a few weeks this four-footed 
army will number 30,000. These will 
cost in round numbers $3,000,000. 
Assistant Quartermaster Charles P. 
Miller, who is in charge of this de- 
partment, has agents in several sec- 
tions of the country looking for young 
horses and mules that are fit for army 
duty. 


"The attempts to corner the mule 


market," 
said Lieutenant-Colonel 


Miller, "have all been ineffectual. 
Dealers around St. Louis have tried it 
several times, but as soon as this is 
done we have ceased to purchase in 
that market and transferred our opera- 
tions to other cities. 
The result has 


been that mules could eventually be 
bought in that market for less than 
the original prices." 


The mules are rendezvoused general- 


ly in the vicinity of some of the army 
camps, and are trained there for ser- 
vice in dragging the heavy transpor- 
tation wagons. During the civil war 
each wagon was given six mules, but 
it is found preferable by the quarter- 
master's department now to drive 
many of them in teams of four. 
The 


price paid for the animals depends up- 
on the position they are fit for in the 
team. The wheel mules, which must 
be larger and stronger than the others, 
cost the government about §118. The 
"swings" or second span in a team of 
six, cost from §98 to $105, the leaders 
being lighter and not necessarily so 
strong, about $87 a head. 


The principal centres that the gov- 


ernment depends upon for its mules 
are St. Louis, Kansas City, and north- 
ern Texas. Some have been purchased 
in Chicago and some in Atlanta. 


In fitting out those heavy teams 


the government has taken a new de- 
parture in carts, which is thought to 
be an improvement over the carts of 
tiie civil war. 
Then wheels with nar- 


row tires, hardly more than two in- 
ches, were used. These narrow tires 
cut the roads up badly, and the pass- 
ing of a long army train was sufficient 
to badly demolish auy ordinary country 
highway. 
For the service in Cuba 


and the South Lieutenant-Colonel 
Miller has some wagons mounted ou 
mammoth trucks of wood. 
They are 


made in sections from oak aud bound 
together by an iron tire twelve inches 
broad. 
Then the rear trucks are 


placed on axles that prevent their 
"tracking" the forward trucks. 
This 


arrangement is regarded as especially 
adapted for the soft roads in Cuba, 
where the rain sometimes makes the 
thoroughfares well nigh impassable. 
Army wagons mounted oS these tiucks 
will have the effect of packing the soil 
down harder rather than cutting it up. 
Teams of four mules are driven thera 
instead of teams of six.

LIABILITY FOR SEA HORROR. 


Captntn of tho AVtllium Hrown Convicted 
of Forcing PuHHengei'A Overboard. 
Since the terrible fate that befell tho 
passengers on board tho French steam­ 
er La Bourgogne much speculation 
has arisen as to tho liability of the 
French 
crew 
under 
the 
charges 
brought against them in connection 
with the sinking of the ship. 
It is 
well settled that tho law in England 
and tho United States is adverse to 
the crew. 


The loading American caso is that 
of the people against Holmes, which 
was tried in Philadelphia by the bril­ 
liant lawyer, David Paul Brown, as 
prosecuting attorney. 
The story is 
an interesting one. 
The ship William 
Brown sank off Nova Scotia in March, 
V 
I 
1841. 
The passengers and crew over­ 
loaded the boats. 
After drifting for 
several days a storm came up, making 
it evident that the overloaded boat 
which Holmes commanded would be 
swamped and all lost. 
Under these 
circumstances he gave the order to 
lighten the boat. 
Twelve passengers 
were thrown overboard, and two sis­ 
ters voluntarily jumped into the sea. 
The remainder of the passengers in 
the boat and the crew were saved and 
brought 
to Philadelphia. 
Holmes 
was indicted and tried. 
In his de­ 
fence the above circumstances were 
shown and additional evidence ad­ 
mitted that Holmes was one of tho. 
most active in saving the passengers 
and getting them in the boat; that at 
the risk of his life he had personally 
saved several. 
Nevertheless Holmes 
was convicted, and the United States 
court sustained the conviction on the 
ground that the contract of the sailor 
bound him to use every means in his 
power, even to the sacrifice of his own 
life, to deliv. r oach passenger at the 
port for which he shipped. 


The point of jurisdiction was raised, 
when it was held that the flag con­ 
verted the ship and her apparel, in­ 
cluding the boats, into national terri­ 
tory. 
As to acts done in the waters 
of tho high seas, it was further held 
that the contract controlled as to the 
sailors. 
The court also held that as 
to the same acts done between pas­ 
sengers on the high seas a different 
rule prevailed; in the absence of inter­ 
national law as to them they owed no 
duty to one another; they were, from 
the moment of leaving the ship, re­ 
mitted to their natural rights, and the 
law of self-preservation prevailed. 


Much sympathy throughout 
the 
conn try was manifested for Holmes in 
this case from its purely doctrinal law, 
and, its beiiig^i ca3e of first imprest 
sion, his sentence whs commuted to 
imprisonment. 
After 18 months he 
was released, but the principle that 
the sailor owed a duty to passengers* 
even to the sacrifice of his own life, 
was established.

UNCLE SAM’S LIVESTOCK. 


Mo Ha» Invested S3,000,000 in Mnlo and 


Homo Flesh. 


Since the beginning of the war there 
have been purchased for army pur­ 
poses by the government 15,000 mules 
and 4000 horses. 
The total number 
of these animals now in use by the 
troops in tho field and at the several 
army camps is not far from 17,000 
mules and 7000 horses. 
With the 
further equipment of volunteers under 
tho second call purchases continue to 
be made, and it is quite ¡probable that 
within a few weeks this four-footed 
army will number 30,000. 
These will 
cost in round numbers $3,000,000. 
Assistant Quartermaster Charles P. 
Miller, who is in charge of this de­ 
partment, has agents in several sec­ 
tions of the country looking for young 
horses and mules that are fit for army 
dutv. 
4. 
“ The attempts to corner the mule 
market,” 
said 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Miller, 
“have all been ineffectual. 
Dealers around St. Louis have triedit 
several times, 
but as soon as this is 
done we have ceased to purchase in 
that market and transferred our opera­ 
tions to other cities. 
The result has 
been that mules could eventually be 
bought in that market for less than 
the original prices.” 


The mules are rendezvoused general­ 
ly in the vicinity of some of the army 
camps, and are trained there for ser­ 
vice in dragging the heavy transpor­ 
tation wagons. 
During the civil war 
each wagon was given six mules, but 
it is found preferable by the quarter­ 
master’s department now to drive 
many of them in teams of four. 
Tho 
price paid for the animals depends up­ 
on the position they are fit for in the 
team. 
The wheel mules, which must 
be larger and stronger than the others, 
cost the government about $118. The 
“swings” or second span in a team of 
six, cost from $98 to $10«5, the leaders 
being lighter and not necessarily so 
strong, about $87 a head. 


The principal centres that the gov­ 
ernment depends upon for its mules 
are St. Louis, Kansas City, and north­ 
ern Texas. Some have be£n purchased 
in Chicago and some in Atlanta. 


In fitting out those heavy teams 
the government has taken a new de­ 
parture in carts, which is thought to 
be an improvement over the carts of 
the civil war. 
Then wheels with nar­ 
row tires, hardly more than two in­ 
ches, were used. 
These narrow tires 
cut the roads up badly, and the pass­ 
ing of a long army train was sufficient 
to badly demolish any ordinary country 
highway. 
For the service in Cuba 
and 
the South Lieutenant-Colonel 
Miller has some wagons mounted on 
mammoth trucks of wood. 
They are 
made in sections from oak and bound 
together by an iron tire twelve inches 
broad. 
Then the rear trucks are 
placed on axles that prevent their 
“ tracking” the forward trucks. 
This 
arrangement is regarded as especially 
adapted for the soft roads in Cuba, 
where tho rain sometimes makes the 
thoroughfares well nigh impassable. 
Army wagons mounted oz these trucks 
will have the effect of packing tho soil 
down harder rather than cutting it up. 
Teams of four mules are driven thero 
instead of teams of six.

local schools, was sent to Madrid to 
study theology aud qualify for the 
priesthood. 
After a year" or two of 


study the young man boldly declared 
be would not be a priest, but a sol- 
dier.

all the captains and field officers are 
Spaniards. 


Nearly two years ago Aguinaldo 


and a compatriot named Alexandro, 
also a lieutenant of native troops, or- 
ganized a revolt in tbe native corps. 
Agninaldo's regiment one morning, 
•while on parade, shot all the Spanish 
officers, except a few lieutenants, and 
took to the savannas —great, trackless 
prairies, 
swampy, 
with occasional 


high bits of land called "mattes." 
Here Aguinaldo made his headquarters. 
At oue time he must have had 4000 or 
5000 men, under arms of some sort, 
hidden in these fastnesses, raiding the 
rich settlements whenever they felt 
like it. The political governor-general 
of the Philippines, Senor Don Basilio 
Augustin y Davila, offered a reward of 
820,000 for the head of Aguinaldo. 
Within a week he received a note from 
the insurgent chief, saying: "I need 
the sum you offer very much and will 
deliver the bead myself."

Made in Great Variety and Used in Enor- 


mous Numbers—Many Exported. 


Wooden meat skewers are made al- 


most exclusively of hickory, and, like 
many other manufactures of wood, 
they are made in factories located in 
proximity to tbe forests whence tbe 
wood of which they are made is taken. 
Wooden skewers are made mostly in 
the west. They are produced in great 
numbers in Tennessee and Ohio. 


Hickory skewers are made in various 


lengths, four and a half, five, five and 
a half, six and seven inches long aud 
up to giant skewers sixteen inches 
long, and all but the four and a half 
incb skewer, which is made of a gauge 
or diameter of 
five-thirty-seconds 
of 


an inch, are made in two or more 
gauges. 
Thus tbe six-incb skewer is 


|nade in gauges of seven-tbirty-sec- 
'onds, fifteeii-sixty-fourtbs and four- 
pixteenths of an inch. So that, simple 
k thing as a meat skewer may seem 
fco be, it is in reality an article that is 
made in large variety. 


Tbe skewers are made wholly by 


fnacbiuery and are sold very cheap. 
They are put up in bundles that vary 
in the number of skewers contained, 
according to tbe size of tbe skewers, 
and they are packed in cases tbat varv 
likewise. 
Tims the smallest skewers 


are put up 250 iu a bundle and 80,000 
in a case. 
Of eight-inch skewers, six- 


sixteenths gauge, there are packed 
9600 iu a rase and so on. Skewers are 
used for other purposes than skewer- 
ing meat together. Great numbers of 
the smallest size aro u&ed iu markets 
in fagging meat for delivery. Many 
largsr skewers are used in securiug 
bagging put around quarters of beef 
fur transportation. 


Skewers of the Fmailer size are those 


most used. 
The total consumption of 


skewers in this country amounts to 
billions annually. Large numbers of 
American skewers are exportsd, the 
greater number of those exported 
being of the larger sizes. We send 
hickory skewers to Eag'aud, South 
Africa, South America aud Australia. 
—New York Sun.

AGUINALDO’S DARING, 


How Ho Collected the lie ward Set Upon 


His Head. 


Pancho Aguiualclo, the native dic­ 
tator of the Philippines, is a very 
picturesque personage. 
He is the son 
of a prominent native chief. 
Anxious 
that his boy should be educated, the 
chief confided the lad to tho Spanish 
priests, who thought that Aguiualdo’s 
influence, when he grew up, would 
help to maintain Spanish authority 
among the Malay population. 
Tho 
father is rich, for a native,aud Pancho 
Aguiualdo, after being taught in the 
local schools, was sent to Madrid to 
study theology and qualify for the 
priesthood. 
After a year or two of 
study the young man boldly declared 
he would not be a priest, but a sol­ 
dier. 
So he was drafted into one of 
the many regiments, in which a few 
of tho subalterns are Manila men, but 
all the captains and field officers are 
Spaniards, 


Nearly two years ago Aguinaldo 
and a compatriot named Alexftndro, 
also a lieutenant of native troops, or­ 
ganized a revolt iu the native corps. 
Aguinaldo’s regiment one morning, 
while on parade, shot all the Spanish 
officers, except a few lieutenants, and 
took to the savannas—great, trackless 
prairies, 
swampy, 
with occasional 
high bits of laud called “mattes.” 
Here Aguinaldo made his headquarters. 
At one time he must have had 4000 or 
5000 men, under arms of some sort, 
hidden in these fastnesses, raiding the 
rich settlements whenever they felt 
like it. The political governor-general 
of the Philippines, Senor Don Basilio 
Augustin y Davila, offered a reward of 
$20,000 for the head of Aguinaldo. 
Within a week he received a note from 
the insurgent chief, saying: 
“ I need 
the sum you offer very much and will 
deliver the head myself.” 


Ten days later the southeast typhoon 
was raging. 
The hurricane—for .it 
was one—was tearing things to bits 
and it was raining, as it can rain only 
in the Orient, a sheet of black water 
flooding the earth. 
The two sentinels 
at the governor-general's gate made 
the usual reverent sign as a priest 
passed it, who asked if his excellency 
was within aud unengaged. 
They 
answered yes to both questions. Don 
Basilio did not turn his head as some 
one entered. 
It was his secretary, he 
supposed, come to help prepare an 
eloquent statement upon the condi­ 
tion of the colonies. 
It was not the 
secretary but a priest, who said, 
1‘Peace be with you, my sou.” 


The cleric locked the door, and, 
dropping his cloak, said: 


“Do you know me?” 
# 


Don Basilio did not know him. 
It 
was Aguinaldo, with a ‘20-inch bolo, a 
native knife, sharp as a razor, carried 
by every Malay in time of trouble. 
They can lop off an arm with one 
blow, as though it was a carrot. 


“I have brought the head of Agui­ 
naldo,” the chief said, touching the 
edge of his jewel-kilted bolo to ascer­ 
tain its condition, 
“and I claim the 
reward! 
Hasten, else I shall have to 
expedite the matter myself.” 


Don Basilio was trapped. 
He had 
to open his desk and count out the 
sum in Spanish gold. 
Aguinaldo 
punctiliously wrote a receipt, coolly 
counted the money and walked back­ 
ward toward the door. 
He suddenly 
opened it and dashed out, just ahead 
of a pistol bullet that cut his locks on 
the temples. 
Captaiu-(xeneral Pola- 
vieja offered him and Alexandro a free 
pardon and $¿0,000 each to quit the 
colony. 
They accepted and got the 
money, only to learn that they were 
both to be assassinated the next night 
at a festa. 
The two men who had 
undertaken the job were found dead, 
stabbed to the heart, in theif beds. 
On the lariss handle was a bit of paper 
with a line, saying “Beware of the 
Malay’s vengeance.” 


Polavieja resigned and returned to 
Spain, being succeeded by General 
Augusti, formerly captain-general of 
Barcelona. Agiinaldo is about twenty- 
eight years old.

The arrival of the St. Louis and the 
Spanish prisoners was immediately 
heralded about town, and soon every 
conveyance was sought to get down 
the harbor and see the big ship and 
the much-heralded Spanish admiral. 
It seemed as though every boat on the 
river was pressed into service, and all 
day long the St, Louis was surrounded 
by a fleet of boats of all descriptions, 
and the ferry steamers Mystic and 
Samuel Butterfield carried many pas­ 
sengers down to the huge vessel. 
Those who went close to the ship were 
well repaid, for at nearly every port­ 
hole was the face of a captured Span­ 
iard and at some two or th ee in a 
group, who looked with astonishment 
on the strange sights about them. 
Some ot them conversed with those 
near them in Spanish aud brokeu 
French, and in every case the first 
question was “ Where are ^e?” When 
told Portsmouth, N. H., many snook 
their heads and said they did not com­ 
prehend. 
Some of them pointed to 
the Maine shore, 
and 
when told 
what that was they appeared to have 
heard the name before.as they nodded 
their 
heads.—Portsmouth

WOODEN MEAT SKEWERS. 


Mode In Great Variety and Used in Enor­ 
m ous N um bers—Many Exported. 


Wooden meat skewers are made al­ 
most exclusively of hickory, and, like 
many other manufactures of wood, 
they are made in factories located in 
proximity to the forests whence the 
wood of which they are made is taken. 
Wooden skewers are made mostly in 
the west. 
They are produced in great 
numbers in Tennessee and Ohio. 


Hickory skewers are made in various 
lengths, four and a half, five, five and 
a half, six and seven inches long and 
up to giant skewers sixteen inches 
long, and all but the four and a half 
inch skewer, which is made of a gauge 
or diameter of five-thirty-seconds of 
an inch, are made in two or more 
gauges. 
Thus the six-inch skewer is 
inade in gauges of seven-thirty-sec- 
unds, fifteen-sixty-fourths and four- 
sixteenths of an inch. 
So that, simple 
i thing as a meat skewer may seem 
jco be, it is in reality an article that is 
made in large variety. 


The skewers are made wholly by 
(nachinery and aro sold very cheap. 
They are put up in bundles that vary 
in the number of skewers contained, 
according to the size of the skewers, 
and they are packed in cases that vary 
likewise. 
Thus the smallest skewers 
are put up 250 in a bundle and 80,000 
in a case. 
Of eight-inch skewers, six- 
sixteenths gauge, there are packed 
9600 in a case and so on. Skewers are 
used for other purposes than skewer­ 
ing meat together. 
Great numbers of 
the smallest size aro used in markets 
in tagging meat for delivery. 
Many 
larger skewers are used in securing 
bagging put around quarters of beef 
for transportation. 


Skewers of the Fmaller size are those 
most used. 
The total consumption of 
skewers in this countrv amounts to 
billions annually. 
Large numbers of 
American skewers are exported, the 
greater number of those exported 
being of the larger sizes. 
We send 
hickory skewers to Eng’and, South 
Africa, South America and Australia. 
—New York Sun. 


P re c o c io u s C h ild ren . 


There are few parents who aro not 
pleased when their children show un­ 
usual brightness. 
Such children at­ 
tract the notice and admiration of 
others, aud minister to the vanity of 
a father or a mother; but precocity in 
a child is a thing to be regretted 
rather than encouraged. 
Few preco­ 
cious children rise above the average 
in adult life. 
Bather the tendency is 
to fall below it. 
During early child­ 
hood—say the first seven years—the 
brain is imperfect both in form and 
substance, and any btrain then put 
upon it is at the expense of future 
vigor. 
One trouble is that the brain 
of such a child tends of itself to dan­ 
gerous activity; and another is that 
the fond parent is almost sure, some­ 
times unconsciously and sometimes 
purposely, to push it to the limit of 
its power. 
What tho paient should 
clo is to hold the child away from 
schools and books, from talk above its 
years, and fi om. admiring friends, aud 
to keep it down to childish mates and 
sports aud simple outdoor activities. 
If it should not learn its letters until 
eight years of age so much the better. 
The constant and serious aim should 
be to draw away the tendency of 
blood to t-lie brain; to build up the 
material organization, and give the 
brain a chance to build itself up for 
solid work of life—the furnishing 
oi *he working force for every organ 
of 
body, as well as of the mind.— 
Home vomfort.

The colonel was in command, and 


It was our business to obey orders. 
His mouth was straight and firm, and 
his small, gray eyes were set unusually 
close together. 
His chin was clean 


shaven, and on either cheek he wore 
a thin and formal whisker. 
Perhaps 


it was to this severe exterior that 
Colonel Bailey owed his appointment 
as deputy sheriff of Gnthrie district;

The colonel was in command, and 
it was our business to obey orders. 
His mouth was straight and firm, and 
his small, gray eyes were set unusually 
close together. 
His chin was clean 
shaven, and on either cheek he woro 
a thin and formal whisker. 
Perhaps 
it was to this severe exterior that 
Colonel Bailey owei his appointment 
as deputy sheriff of Guthrie district; 
but bo this as it may, everybody knew 
him to be capable and fearless, and 
ho when an elusive young Chickasaw 
bandit was seen in the vicinity of Le­ 
high it was tho colonel who was chosen 
to run him down.

He spoke little English and 
was wholly without education, but his 
high reputation for cunning had been 
thoroughly earned.

buckskin trousers and a dingy blanket 
made up his simple costume. 
He 
looked a typical Indian outlaw', but 
his face was kind, and there were 
men who said his gratitude for a favor 
was keen and lasting. 


As a professional horse-thief Oche 
had small claim upon the kindness of 
honest men, and he must have ex­ 
pected the severest justice at official 
hands. 
But at the outset the Indian 
had reason to be surprised, for con­ 
trary to his appearance Colonel Bailey 
was generous to a fault, and his kind 
consideration for a prisoner was in­ 
variable.

An Eight-Mile 
Walk 
Alone

Thronged with Wounded American Sol- 
diiwH—OIIH Poor Fellow'* »rvy Crawl—

A story of his Santiago experience 


was given to the newspaper men in 
Newark, N. J., by Chaplain Galloupe 
of the Ninth United States infantry 
and rector of St Paul's Episcopal 
church in that city. The more inter- 
esting parts of the story are as follows: 


"The very first thing that I want to 


say to you," said the chaplain, after 
an interchange of greetings, "is about 
the members of your own craft. 
The 


newspaper men at the front deserve 
as much credit n* the soldiers. 
At all 


times they were willing and ready to 
render every aid in their power and 
put up with every inconvenience. 


"On June 29 I was sunstruck while 


aiding the wounded, carrying water 
and food, and was ordered to the hos- 
pital at Siboney by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ewers, commauuiog our regiment. 
Two days later, on July 1, while still 
at the hospital. I heard of the fighting 
at the front, and, thinking that it was 
my duty to be there, and feeling well 
enough to make the journey, I walked 
the eight miles to the firing line. This 
was in the morning, and all that day 
I worked with the doctors, helping 
them with the wounded. 


"I had been at this all day, and at 


about 4 o'clock in the afternoon I 
made my way to a small clump of trees, 
near which there were some wounded 
men, in the endeavor to cool off a bit, 
for I was still suffering slightly from 
the effects of my sunstroke and the 
sun had been too much for me. At 
this 
time I was abo^t 
half a 


mile behind our firing line, which 
was about a thousand yards from the 
enemy. I was facing the firing line 
and heard nothing coming, nor did I 
see anything. It is impossible for 
me to tell how I was hurt, but the 
next thing I knew I was regaining 
consciousness. I was lying on ray 
left side, and at first I was sure that 
my right arm was broken. 
I pat up 


and began feeling myself all over in a 
dazed sort of way, trying to find out 
where I was hurt. My first sensation 
was that of loneliness. Oh, I thought, 
if I only had some one to talk to. It 
was a terrible feeling that of thinking 
that I was going to die all alone there 
with no one about. I tell you I was 
mightily scared. 


"Well, I looked down and found 


the front of my shirt all torn away 
and my exposed chest a mass of dirt 
and blood. I was all shaken up and 
pretty sore, but soon discovered that 
I was not badly wounded. 
All this 


time I had been thinking of the brev- 
ity of human life and of how uncer- 
tain it all is. So, as I was saying, I 
concluded that I still had a fighting 
chance, and getting on my feet, started 
off for Siboney. 


"Never, even should I live to be a 


thousand years old, w ill I forget that 
eight-mile walk," continued the chap- 
lain. 
"There were some 700 or 800 


men on that road, wounded in every 
possible manner, all with but the one 
thought, to get back to the hospital 
at Siboney. 
Had they been uninjured 


they would have been in the "front 
rank, but now they were actuated by 
that one thought, to get to the rear. 
There was but one ambulance, and 
that had to be dragged by men, as the 
mules were transporting ammunition 
to the front. The consequence was 
that the wounded were compelled to 
go it on their own hook, with such 
assistance as they could give one an- 
other. 


"By the time I reached the road 


night had fallen. 
The moon was par- 


tially out, and by its half light the 
poor fellows could be seen dragging 
themselves along as best they could. 
Here and there a man had dropped at 
the side of the road ami was feebly 
calling for water. Some of the men", 
most of them in fact, had been with- 
out water or food for over thirty-six 
hours and their suffering was fearful. 


"As I went along giving what as- 


sistance I could here and the; e, the 
sight made an impression on my mind 
that I shall never forget 
Word* cau- 


not describe it. Why, one poor fel- 
low" (and here the tears came to the 
chajjlain's eyes) "had been struck by 
an exploding shell; his right foot was 
gone, and his ley, from the knee down, 
was nothing bat a mass of pulp. 
He had gotton a comrade to cut a 
branch from a tree, and this L« had 
bound about the -<-»ujnp wilh wi^ps of 
grass, so tliat tha .eaves dialed along 
the ground a:id projected t!ie wound. 
And so rigged up, that man dragged 
himself over those eigLt miles on all 
fours. 
He took twelve hours to do it, 


nnd when he reached the hospital took 
his placs at the end of the line of 
about GOO wounded without a mnrnmr 
or complaint. 
When the doctors 


found him, a<* tliey did in going along 
the line looking nor the worst casei 
he was calmly chewing on the end of 
a plug of tobarco. 
The doctors all 
< 


said that ha bad no excuse to be Hv- j 
ing, and that he ought lo have died 
from the loss of blood, but tljey fixed 
him up, and li« is now doing nicely 
and will recover. 


"Oneway in which the Spanish did 


much damage wa«> with their sharp- 
shooters. The officers tied the men 


away up in trees in such a way thaS. 
they couldn't get down. Each man 
was given a canteen of water and a 
bo.x of cartridges. 
They would re- 


uiaiu quiet until we had advanced 
beyond them and they were in our 
rear, and would then open fire, pick- 
ing off stragglers and small detach- 
ments with the greatest ease. 
It was 


impossible for us to locate them, as 
they had smokeless powder, and we 
could not see them in the trees. In 
this way we lost many men."

One of the Pleasantest Fnnturos of Army 
U f e Is Hi« Arrival W ith a Gripsack 
F ull of Mon<*y—Ifow tho Soldiers Got 
Their Pay—Tho Volunteer Paymaster. 
One of the pleasantest features of 
army life is the coming of the paymas­ 
ter with his gripsack full of money. 
Since the declaration of war with 
Spaiu tho war department has added 
seventy paymasters and twice as many 
clerks, under the Emergency act pro­ 
viding for an increase. 
The work re­ 
quired is almost wholly that of ex­ 
pert accountants. 
Especially is this 
true of the department of tho east, in 
New York city, where, in addition to 
keeping the accounts of the volunteers 
in this vicinity, the paymasters aro 
obliged to take care of the accounts of 
regulars and retired officers and sol­ 
diers.

Safety for Miners. 


• 
A recently invented 
device 
for 
1 miners will no doubt result in Iessen- 
i ing the loss of life. 
It is designed to 
render the miners immune from the 
deadly effects of carbonio oxide in the 
after damp which follows gas ex­ 
plosions in mines. 
It i3 a helmet 
which will enable the wearer to live 
for at least half an hour after such an 
explosion takes place. It is worn over 
the head and face, and is constructed 
of a special asbestos tanned leather, 
or cloth, rendering it proof against 
fire, heat, steam,boiling water and all 
poisonous fluids. It comes down close 
over the shoulders, and is held firmly 
in placo by means of two straps pass­ 
ing under the arms. 
At the back of 
the helmet is a mttal reservoir, from 
which the wearer is supplied with 
fresh air at the natural air pressure 
and twenty degrees cooler than the 
outside atmosphere. 
The tank has a 
capacity of 100 pounds’ pressure of 
compressed air, and is always ready 
for service, the same pressure of pure 
air being retained for months. 
The 
amount of air iu stole can be seen on 
the gauge attached to the reservoir, 
which can be quickly changed by an 
air pump. 
A lever on the top of the 
reservoir forces the air through the 
supply tubes to a point inside and di- 
recty in front of the mouth and nos­ 
trils. 
The supply can be adjusted to 
the comfort of the wearer. 
The neck 
gear has an outlet for the foul air,and 
the two lookouts are constructed of 
double plates of clear mica, with re­ 
volving cleaners and proteoted by four 
cross wires. 
The side or ear plates 
have special diaphragms, or sounding 
discs, which give perfectly distinct 
hearing. —Philadelphia Record.

A story of his Santiago experience 
was given to tho newspaper men in 
Newark, N. J . , by Chaplain Galloupe 
of the Ninth United States infantry 
and rector of St Paul’s Episcopal 
church in that city. 
The more inter­ 
esting parts of the story aro as follows: 
“ The very first thing that I want to 
say to you,” said the chaplain, after 
an interchange of greetings, “ is about 
tho members of your own craft. 
The 
newspaper men at the front deserve 
as much credit as the soldiers. 
At all 
times they were willing and ready to 
render every aid in their power and 
put up with every inconvenience. 


“ On June 20 I was sunstruck whilo 
aiding the wounded, carrying water 
and food, and was ordered to tho hos­ 
pital at Sibonov by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ewers, 
commanding our regiment. 
Two days Inter, on July 1, whilo still 
at the hospital, I hoard of the fighting 
at the front, and, thinking that it was 
my duty to be there, and feeling well 
enough to make the journey, I walked 
the eight miles to the firing line. This 
was in the morning, and all that day 
I worked with tho doctors, helping 
them with the wounded. 


“ I had been at this all day, and at 
about 4 o’clock iu the afternoon I 
made my way to a small clump of trees, 
near which there were some wounded 
men, in the endeavor to cool off’ a bit, 
for I was still suffering slightly from 
the effects of my sunstroke and the 
sun had been too much for me. 
At 
this 
time I 
was 
abojit 
half 
a 
mile behind our firing line, which 
was about a thousand yards from the 
enemy. 
I was facing the firing line 
and heard nothing coming, nor did I 
see anything. 
It is impossible for 
me to tell how I was 
hurt, but the 
next thing I knew I was regaining 
consciousness. 
I was lying on my 
left side, and at first I was sure that 
my right arm was broken. 
I sat up 
and began feeling myself all over in a 
dazed sort of way, trying to find out 
where I was hurt. 
My first sensation 
was that of loneliness. Oh, I thought, 
if I only had some one to talk to. 
It 
was a terrible feeling that of thinking 
that I was going to die all alone there 
with no one about. 
I tell you I was 
mightily scared. 


“ Well, I looked down and found 
the front of my shirt all torn away 
and my exposed chest a mass of dirt 
and blood. 
I was all shaken up and 
pretty sore, but soon discovered that 
I was not badly wounded. 
All this 
time I had been thinking of the brev­ 
ity of human life and of how uncer­ 
tain it all is. 
So, as I was saying, I 
concluded that I still had a fighting 
chance, and getting on my feet, started 
off* for Siboney. 


“ Never, even should I live to be a 
thousand years old, will I forget that j 
eight-mile walk,” continued the chap­ 
lain. 
“ There were some 700 or 800 
men on that road, wounded in every 
possible manner, all with but the one 
thought, to get back to the hospital 
at Siboney. 
Had they been uninjured 
they would have been in the front 
rank, but now they wore actuated by 
that one thought, to get to the rear. 
There was but one ambulance, and 
that had to bo dragged by men, as the 
mules were transporting ammunition 
to the front. 
The consequence was 
that the wounded were compelled to 
go it on their own hook, with such 
assistance as they could give one an­ 
other. 


“ By the time I reached the road 
night had fallen. 
The moon was par­ 
tially out, and by its half light tho 
poor fellows could be seen dragging 
themselves along as best they could. 
Here and there a man had dropped at 
the side of the road and was feebly 
calling for water. 
Some of the men, 
most of them in fact, had been with­ 
out water or food for over thirty-six 
hours and their suffering was fearful, 
“ As I went along giwng what as­ 
sistance I could here and theie, the 
sight made an impression on my mind 
that I shall never forget, 
Words can­ 
not describe it. 
Why, one poor fel­ 
low” (and here tho tears came to the 
chaplain’s eyes) “ had been struck by 
an exploding shell; his right foot was 
gone, and his leg, from the knee down, 
was nothing but a mass of pulp. 
He had gotten a comrado to cut a 
branch from a tree, and this ho had 
bound about the stump with wisps of 
grass, so that the .eaves dragged along 
the ground and protected the Mound, 
And so rigged up, that man dragged 
himself over those eight miles on all 
fours. 
He took twelve hours to do it, 
and when he reached the hospital took 
his place at the end of the line of 
about 000 wounded without a murmur 
or complaint. 
When 
the doctors 
found him, as they did in going along 
the line looking for the worst cases 
he was calmly chewing on the end of 
a plug of tobacco, 
The doctors all 
paid that ho had no excuse to be liv­ 
ing, and that he ought to have died 
from the loss of blood, but they fixed 
him up, and he is now doing nicely 
and will recover. 


“ Oneway in which the Spanish did 
much damage was with their sharp­ 
shooters, 
The officers tied the men 


away up in trees in such a way thaS> 
they couldn’t get down. 
Each man 
was given n canteen of water and a 
box of cartridges. 
They would re­ 
main quiet until we had advanced 
beyond them and they wero in our 
rear, aud would then open fire, pick­ 
ing off stragglers and small detach­ 
ments with the greatest ease. 
It was 
impossible for us to locate them, as 
they had smokeless powder, and we 
could not see them in the trees. 
In 
this way we lost many m en.” 


Chaplain Galloupe found tho cli­ 
mate of Cuba better than .ho had ex­ 
pected. 
While it was exceedingly 
warm during the da}*, the nights wero 
cool. 
There is but a short period of 
twilight, night coming soon on tho 
heels of sunset. 
There was a shower 
nearly every day. 
At noon, with un­ 
failing regularity, the clouds would 
begin to gather, and promptly at 2 
o'clock the rain would begin. 
From 
then until 4 there would be the sever­ 
est kind of a thunder shower, after 
which it would clear up. 
At 12 at 
night it would rain again, a cold, hard 
rain. This would last about two hours 
also. 
These rains come so regularly 
that one could almost tell tho time by 
them.

To R em ove Ink Stains. 


If an ink stain gets upon a mahog* 
any writing desk, remove with a few 
drops of spirits of nitre in a spoouful 
of water. 
Put one drop on the ink, 
aud rub it at once with a cloth wet 
with water, or it will make a white 
spot. 
Every day a dining table of 
mahogany should be wiped off' with a 
clean flannel, dipped in barely warm 
soapsuds, using a pure soap to pre­ 
vent staining, 
and then on a thick 
flannel wad pour melted wax until it 
forms a glazed surface; when cold and 
hard, rub the table, 
following tho 
grain, until it reflects like a mirror. 


Th© H om e Laundry. 


In many houses the lauudry is sep­ 
arate from the kitchen and is fitted, or 
can bo fitted at small cost with all the 
attributes for excellent work. 
Tho 
stove, tubs and ironing table are sta­ 
tionary. 
The tubs are porcelain or 
porcelain or zinc lined, and should be 
kept scrupulously clean; a boiler, 
which, for the sake of economy after 
the first expenditure, should be of 
copper, or at least copper-bottomed, 
should be carefully dried after using 
to prevent rust; alo n g stick, usually 
the handle of an old broom, is con­ 
veniently at hand and is used to press 
tho clothe under the when they are 
in tho boiler, and also to lift them out; 
a clothes-wringer, of which there are 
many good ones on tho market, and 
clotheslines and clothespins, the for­ 
mer of which should be taken down 
after each week’s wash, and the latter,

The ironing requisites are first, a 
table for dampening or sprinkling, 
which, when this process is completed, 
may be covered with an ironing blan­ 
ket and sheet and converted into an 
ironing table;, it should bo sufficiently 
low, so that the w'eight of the body 
may be exerted over tho iron. 
This 
table is used for all tho plain pieces. 
For skirts and shirts, regular boards, 
covered in the same way as the table, 
are used, the skirtboard being ab ju t 
six feet long by one foot wide and the 
shirtboard, a little larger than the bo­ 
som of the shirt. 
The irons most 
commonly used are either the flatiron 
or the sadiron. 
Holders are made of 
old, soft pieces of material covered 
with muslin, aud the stand may bo an 
old saucer turned upside down, or 
anything else that will not soil the 
iron or the board.

tho liability of the

crew 
under 
the 
charges 
brought against 
them in connection 
with the sinking of the 
ship. 
It is 
well settled that tho laAv in England 
and the United States is adverse to 
; the crew. 


The loading American case is 
that 
of the people against Holmes, which 
was tried in Philadelphia bv the bril- 
liant lawyer, David 
Paul Brown, 
as 
in-osecuting attorney. 
The 
story is 
an interesting one. "^Theship William 
Brown sank off Nova Scotia in March, 
1841. 
The passengers and crew over- 
loaded the boats. 
After drifting for 
several days a storm came up, making 
it evident 
that 
tho overloaded boat 
which Holmes commanded 
would be 
swamped 
and all lost. 
Under these 
circumstances 
he 
gave the order to 
lighten the boat. 
Twelve passengers 
were thrown overboai'd, and two sis- 
ters voluntarily jumped into 
tho sea. 
The remainder of the passengers 
in 
the boat and the crew were saved and 
brought 
to 
Philadelphia. 
Holmes 
was indicted 
and 
tried. 
In his de- 
fence the above 
circumstances 
were 
shown and 
additional 
evidence 
ad- 
mitted that Holmes was one of 
the. 
most active in saving the passengers 
and getting them in the boat; that at 
the risk of his life he had personally 
saved several. 
Nevertheless 
Holmes 
was convicted, and the 
United States 
court sustained the 
conviction on the 
ground that the contract of the sailor 
bound him to use every means in his 
power, even to the sacrifice of his own 
life, to deliv. r oach passenger 
at the 
port for which he shipped. 


The point of jurisdiction was raised, 
when it was held 
that the flag con- 
verted the ship and her 
apparel, 
in- 
cluding the boats, into national terri- 
tory. 
As to acts done 
in the waters 
of tho high seas, it was further held 
that the contract controlled as to the 
sailors. 
The court also held that as 
to the same acts 
done between pas- 
sengers on 
the high seas a different 
rule prevailed; in the absence of inter- 
national law as to them they owed no 
duty to one another; they were, from 
the moment of leaving'the ship, re- 
mitted to their natural rights, and the 
law of self-preservation prevailed. 


Much 
sympathy 
throughout 
the 
country Avas manifested for Holmes iu 
this case from i^s purely doctrinal law, 
and, its beingli Zâséoî 
first 
impres- 
sion, his sentence whs 
coininuted 
to 
imprisonment. 
After 18 months he 
was released, but the 
principle that 
tho sailor owed a duty to passengers,; 
even to the sacrifice of 
his own life, 
was established.

Mo Has Invested «3,000,000 In Mulo and 


Horso Flesh, 


Since the beginning of tho war there 
have been purchased 
for army pur- 
poses by the government 15,000 mules 
and 4000 horses. 
The total number 
of these animals now 
in use by the 
troops in the field and at the several 
army camps 
is not 
far from 17,000 
mules and 
7000 horses. 
With the 
further equipment of volunteers under 
tho second call purchases continue to 
be made, and it is quite probable that 
within a few weeks this 
four-footed 
army will number 30,000, 
These will 
cost in round 
numbers 
83,000,000, 
Assistant Quartermaster Charles 
p! 
Miller, who 
is in 
charge of this do- 
partment, has agents iu several sec- 
tions of the country looking for young 
horses and mules that are fit for armv 
duty. 


"The attempts to corner the mule 
market," 
said 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Miller, 
"have 
all 
been ineffectual. 
Dealers around St. Louis havo tried it 
several times, 
but as 
soon as this is 
done we have 
ceased to purchase in 
that market and transferred our opera- 
tions to other cities. 
The result has 
been that mulos could eventually bo 
bought iu that market 
for less than 
the original j^rices." 


The mules are rendezvoused general- 
ly in the vicinity of some of the army 
camps, and are trained there for ser- 
vice in dragging 
the heavy transpor- 
tation Avagons. 
During the civil war 
each Avagon Avas given six mules, but 
it is found preferable by the quarter- 
master's department 
now 
to 
drivo 
many of them in teams of four. 
Tho 
price paid for the animals depends up- 
on the position they are fit for in the 
team. 
The Avheel mules, which must 


be larger and stronger than the others, 
cost the government about $118. 
The 
"sAvings" or second span in a team oí 
six, cost from $98 to $105, the leaders 
being lighter 
and not 
necessarily so 
strong, about $S7 a head. 


The iJrincipal centres that the gov- 
ernment depends upon for its mules 
are St, Louis, Kansas City, and north- 
ern Texas, Some have beén purchased 
in Chicago and some in Atlanta. 


In fitting out 
those 
heavy teams 
tho government has taken a new de- 
parture in carts, which is thought to 
be an improvement over tho carts of 
the civil Avar. 
Then Avheels Avith nar- 
roAv tires, hardly 
more 
than two in- 
ches, Avere used. 
These narroAv tires 
cut the roads up badly, and the pass- 
ing of a long army train Avas sufficient 
to badly demolish any ordinary country 
highway. 
For 
the service in Cuba 
and 
the 
South 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Miller has some 
Avagons mounted on 
mammoth trucks of Avood. 
They are 
made in sections from oak and bound 
together by an iron tire tAvelvo inches 
broad. 
Then 
the 
rear 
trucks are 
placed on 
axles that prevent 
their 
"tracking" the forward trucks. 
This 
arrangement is regarded as especially 
adapted for the soft roads in Cuba, 
where the rain sometimes makes the 
thoroughfares Avell nigh 
impassable. 
A]-my Avagons mounted o.^ these trucks 
Avill have the effect of packing tho soil 
doAvn harder rather than cutting it up. 
Teams of four mules are driven thero 
instead of teams of six.

His Heat!. 


Pancho Agniuaklo, the native flio- 
tator of the Philippines, 
is a very 
piclu.-esque personage. 
He is the fiou 
of a prominent native chief. 
Anxious 
that his boy should be educated, the 
chief coníided the lad to the Spanish 
^Jriests, Avho thought that Aguiualdo's 
influence, Avhen he grew up, would 
help to maintain Spanish authority 
among tho Malay populatfo ). 
The 
father is rich, for a native,nud Pancho 
Aftuinaldo, after being taught in the 
local schools, was sent to Madrid to 
study theology and 
qualify for the 
pviestbood. 
After a year or two of 
study the young man boldly declared 
he would not be a priest, 
but a sol- 
dier. 
So he was drafted into one of 
the many regiments, 
in which a few 
of tho subalterns are Manila men, but 
all the captains and 
iield officers are 
Spaniards. 


Nearly two years ago Aguinaldo 
and a compatriot named AlexAndro, 
nlao a lieutenant of native troops, or- 
ganized a revolt in the native corps. 
Aguinaldo's regiment 
one morning, 
while 0Ü parade, shot all the Spanish 
officers, except a few lieutenunts, and 
took to the savannas-great, trackless 
prairieg, 
swami)y, 
with 
occasional 
high bits of laud called "mattes. 
Here Aguinaldo made his headquarters. 
At one time he must have had 4000 or 
5000 men, under arms of some sort, 
hidden in these fastnesses, raiding the 
rich settlements 
Avhenever they felt 
like it. The political governor-general 
of the Philippines, Senor Don Basilio 
Augustin y DavíIa,ofíered a reward of 
$2J),000 for the head of Aguinaldo. 
Within a week he received a note from 
the insurgent chief, saying: 
''I need 
the sum you offer very much aud will 
deliver the head myself."

Mnile In Groat Variety and I'Ked In Enor- 
mous Numbors—Many Exported. 


Wooden meat skewers are made al- 
most exclusively of hickory, aud, like 
many other 
manufactures of wood 
they are made in factories located in 
proximity to tho forests whence the 
wood of which they are made is taken. 
Wooden skewers are made mostly in 
the west. 
They are produced iu great 
numbers in Tennessee and Ohio. 


Hickory skewers are made in various 
lengths, four and a half, live, five and 
a half, six and seven inches long and 
up to giant skewers sixteen inches 
long, and all but the four aud a half 
inch skewer, which is made of a gauge 
or diameter of live-thirty-seconds of 
au inch, are made 
in two or more 
gauges. 
Thus the six-inch skewer is 
|nade in gauges of seveu-thirty-sec- 
onds, fifteen-sixty-fourths and four- 
feixteenths of an inch. 
So that, simple 
thing as a meat skeAver may seem 
f:o be, it is in reality an article that is 
made in large variety. 


The skewers are made wholly by 
|nachinery and aro sold very cheap. 
They are put up in bundles that vary 
iu the number of skewers contained, 
according to the size of the skewers, 
aud they are packed in cases that vary 
likewise. 
Thus the smallest skewers 
are put up 2rj0 in a bundle and 80,000 
in a case. 
Of eight-inch skewers, six- 
sixteenths 
gauge, there are packed 
9600 in a case and so on. Skewers are 
used for other purposes thau skewer- 
ing meat together. 
Great numbers of 
the smallest size aro u&ed in markets 
in lagging meat for delivery. 
Many 
largiir .skcAvers are used 
iu secuiing 
baggingjiut around quarters of beef 
for transportation. 


Skewers of the f mailer size are those 
moHt used. 
The total consumption of 
Fkewers in this country amounts to 
billions annualiy. 
LargS numb.u's of 
American pkewers are exi;ortid, the 
greater number 
of those 
exported 
being of the larger sizep. 
We send 
hickory skewers to England, 
South 
Africa, South America aud Australia. 
—New York Sun.

There are few jjarenLs who are not 
pleased when their children show nn- 
usnal brightness.

a father or a mother; but precocity in 
ft child is u thing to be regrelted 
rather than encouragerl. 
Few preco- 
cious children rise above the average 
in adult life. 
Kather tho tendency I s 
to fall below it. 
JJuring early child- 
hood—say the iirsi Keveu years—the 
bi-ain is imperfect both in form and 
substance, and any strain then put 
upon 
it is at the expense of future 
vigor. 
One trouble is that the brain 
, of such a child tends of itself to dun- 
I gerous activity; and another is that 
the fond parent is almost sure, Bonie- 
times nnconacioubjy and sometimes 
purposely, to push it to the limit of 
Its power.

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The colonel was in commaucL and 
it was onr business to obey ovclers.

Ono of tho PIonnnntcKt ronturos of Army 
I^lfo Is His ArrlviU -With n Grlpmick 
I'^ull of Monry—How tho Soiairra Got 
Tholr Pay—Tho Voluntocr 
I'ayiiiiifttor. 


One of the lileasmitest features 
of 
army life is the coming'of the pnymns- 
ter with his gripsack full of money. 
Since the 
cleclarntiou 
of 
wnr with 
Spain tho war department has added 
eeventy paymaslers and twice as many 
clerks, under the Emergency act pro- 
viding for an increase. 
The work re- 
quired is almost wholly that of ex- 
pert accountants. 
Especially is this 
true of the department of the east, in 
New York city, where, in addition to 
kei3ping the accounts of the volunteers 
iu this vicinity, the paymasters 
are 
oblifred to take care of the accounts of 
regulars and retired oilicers and sol- 
diers. 
There is no mercy i^hoivn to a 
green paymaster. 
Whe'her he under- 
stands the work or not, he han to do 
the same amount as is given to a pay- 
master who has been iu the 
service 
twenty years. 
In fact, 
there is a 
growing suspicion that the 
volunteer 
paymaster gets the worst of 
it all 
round. 


The retired list which new paymas- 
ters are re juired to wrestle with in 
tho paymaster's 
oiFice 
in 
this city 
comprises the accounts of 400 oilicers 
and men M^ho have been retired from 
the 
service, 
but -svho are 
drawing 
three-quarters pay. 
These payments 
are made once each month under 
an 
intricate system of bookkoeinng. 
I t 
is so complitated 
that no 
business 
man of today would think of applying 
it to his own business.

In many houses tho laundry is sep- 
arate from the kitchen and is fitted, or

porcelain or zinc lined, and should be

should bo kept perfectly clean by an 
occasional 
Avashing, 
are tho 
actual 
washing necessities. 


The ironing requisites are first, a 
table for dampening 
or 
sprinkling, 
which, when this process is completed, 
may be covered Avith an ironing 
blan- 
ket and sheet and converted into an 
ironing table;, it should be suiliciently 
low, so that the weight of the 
body 
may be exerted over "tho iron. 
This 
table is used for all tho plain pieces. 
For skirts and shirts, regular boards, 
covered in the same Avay as the table, 
are used, the skirtboard being 
abjut 
six feet long by one foot Avide and the 
shirtboard, a little larger than the bo- 
som of the shirt. 
The 
irons 
most 
commonly used are either the 
flatiron 
or the sadiron. 
Holders are made of 
old, soft i)ieces of material covered 
Avith muslin, aud the stand may bo an 
old saucer turned ujjside doAvn, or 
anything else that Avill not soil the 
iron or the board.
